COMMUNIST INFILTRATION OF 
SOUTHERN CHRISTIAN LEADERSHIP 
CONFERENCE (SCLC) 


On August 18, 1971, a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that the 14th 
Annual Convention of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) was held in New Orleans, Louisiana, from 
August 10-13, 1971. This source advised that the theme 
of the convention was, "The Politics of Poor People--A 
Movement to End Repression". @ 


This source advised that registration for the 
convention was at the Young Men's Christian Association 
(YMCA) Building at 2222 Dryades Street, New Orleans. Meeting 
places were held at the City Park Stadium for Culture Night ———— 
and the opening session of the convention was held at the 
New Zion Baptist Church. The annual banquet and luncheon 
was held at the Fairmont Roosevelt Hotel and the general 
convention assembly was convened at the Union Bethel A. M. B. 
Church, 2321 Thalia Street, New Orleang, Louisiana. 


On the evening of August 12, 1971, a mass assemblage 

totaling approximately 7,000 people, which was proceeded by a 
Street march, gathered at Shakespeare Park shere Dr, Daniel

The Reverend Ralph Abernathy, President of Scl, 
told convention delegates on August 12, 1971, that “the 
organization has more power to influence than ever before.” 
Abernathy said that the convention has created a new political 
awareness among the members which he stated he hoped would be 
put to effective use in the forthcoming Presidential conventions. 
Abernathy further informed the convention that delegates had 
pledged themselves to intensive political organizing and stated 
that if any group could save the nation by arousing black people, 
it would be SCIC. He further added that chances were that the 
South would send its first black representative to Congress 
in 1972. The source further added that Abernathy went on to 
state. that “this country is practicing genocide against black 
people in this country. 


Ellsberg, in speaking to the crowd at the rally, 
stated that he expected to be jailed for his part in making 
public secret documents on the Vietnam war. He added the 
statement that “if it weren't for the example set by the 
Reverend Maftin Luther King, r., I wouldn't be where I am 
now, which is on my way to jail under indictment for having 
found a way to actively resist an evil war, I waid have been 
an accomplice in the var. 


The source stated that Ellsberg had told the convention 
de legates he expected to be arraigned in Los Angeles, California, 
for his part in the Pentagon Papers. The source further noted 
that Elisberg taped a television program in New Orleans on 
Channel 2 on August 13, 1971, although the source did not view 
this programs. 


The source stated that Ellsberg had not been originally 
listed on the official SCLC convention program, but was apparently 
brought in as a special guest although the source could not 
determine what the arrangements had been in obtaining the 
presence of Ellsberg. 
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This source stated that Father Groppi told the 
convention that Scl must return to the nonviolent ways 
of the 1950's by returning to the marches, protests, 
picketings and demonstrations. 


The source stated that Mrs. Coretta King told 
the convention that women must take an active part in the 
decision-making policies of this nation and admonished SCIC 
to clean house and place some women on the Board of Directors. 
The source noted that Mrs. King is a strong advocate of the 
Women's Liberation Movement. 


The source advised that Dr. Ralph Abernathy, during 
his talks at the convention, vigorously denounced the Vice 
President of the United States, making the remark at one time 
that the Vice President should not be passing out samples of 
the moon's rocks when he should be passing out loaves of bread 
to hungry people. Abernathy stated that SCLC would form 
political alliances with civil rights and poor peoples groups, 
the labor movement and other progressive forces. He further 
added that there would be more political organizing in the 
black and poor communities and more involvement of young 
people as voters and political organizers. Abernathy presented 
an ultimatum that SCLC would present candidates in 1972 with 
a political agenda and say to them, "If you don't support our 
plan, we won't support your man.” 


The source stated that Abernathy appears to be caught 
in the middle of a struggle within SCLC and that Abernathy, 
Coretta King, and Jesse Jackson, National Director of Operation 
Breadbasket; the economic arm of SCIC, are waging a réentless 
struggle for the number one position in SCLC. The source stated 
that in all probability Dr. Abernathy will become more militant 

in bis speeches in order to appeal to the young dissidents and 
keep Jesse Jackson from pulling a coup. The source stated that 

in all probability Hosea Williams, presently on tour of African 
nations and Program Director for ScIC, will have something to 

say about the power struggle from within SCLC. The source 

advised that Williams has officially been demoted by SCLC to 

a much lower position in rank and salary, and according to 

Stoney Cooks, Executive Director of SCLC, Hosea has misappropriated 
certain funds from SCLC for his own personal aggrandizenent. 
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The source advised that Dr. Abernathy was angered 
to the highest degree when the New Crleans television and 
press personalities did not recognize him as the chief 
executive officer of SCLC. At one point when Abernathy was 
speaking a commotion occurred at which time Abernathy un- 
equivocally told the press not to move another damn microphone 
from the platform. The source stated that Abernathy was 
completely ignored by the press on Thursday, August 12, 1971.

The Jury's two page report and recommendations said in 
part that the Grand Jury recommends that supervisory 
personnel of law enforcement agencies in Pitt County, 
North Carolina, give careful consideration to assigning 
two Officers to a car during night patrols especially 
Friday, Saturday, and Sunday nights. The Grand Jury 
went on to say that the presence of two Officers serves 
as a deterent to suspects who might otherwise consider 
resisting arrest or creating an incident. The presence 
of two Officers would also provide a measure of safety 
to the suspects, especially intoxicated suspects, since 
their behavior most likely would be entirely different 
from that of a sober individual. 


The Grand Jury also felt that the principle of 
the one man patrol car should no longer be adhered to 
especially at night and on weekends. The Grand Jury 
stated that if law enforcement supervisory personnel did 
not feel the foregoing recommendations were feasible, it 
is recommended that safety equipment be installed whereby 
a prisoner can be searched and placed in the rear seat of 
a patrol car and when the door is closed, he can neither 
escape nor have physical contact with the driver. Ho 
other statements or recommendations were expressed by the 
Grand Jury.

On Monday, January 24th, Dr. Ralph D. Abernathy came to Boston to 
meet with several business leaders Cevause. he feare a e 
continual short-chanoing of. the Black: people in Boston and other 


major cities wou ead to further chaos. and needless destruction 
of both the people and the material tabric of our urban centers. 


Dr. Abernathy felt a large part of the. problem of not treating 
Black people equitable and not restoriing the city into a just,

"Unless we move to turn things around to sake them equitable, our 
cities will be doomed. Thus, he explained, “the forthcoming 
Save-Our-Cities Exposition will be te help all people in Boston 
understand the urban blight--and make this city a leader in turning 
things around by 1976 when the Bi-centennial will be celebrated.“

time he announced a five-point program, which would be 
initiated by the Chicago SCLC Chapter to put an end to 
police brutality here. (meaning Chicago; Illinois) ."

follows:

1. Demanding that police who “harrass and 
unnecessarily brutalize citizens be fired, and those 
who commit criminal offenses be arrested and brought to 
trial “before a real court.” 


2. Removal of policetask forces from the 
black community. 


3. Establishment of Operation Arbitration, a 
group to scttle disputes between the police and citizens 
with complaints against the police. 


4. Psychological testing of all police “so that 
sadists do not find a place on the police force,” and 
testing of all policemen to “show racist tendencies.” 


5. Establishment of a blue ribbon committee, 
similar to the Knapp Commission in New York City “to 
investigate the police from top to bottom to begin 
to see the police force here for what it is." 


Both Abernathy and Vivian cited a report released 
on March 28, 1972, by the Chicago Law Enforcement Study 
Group that said Chicago policement kill civilians at

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CLARK volunteered that the

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 
commonly known, cane into existence at a founding conventica 
held during June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. In the 
1960s, it functioned as the leading New Left canpus-based 
student organization in the United States. 


From an initial posture of “participatory democracy,” 

Ds moved to a radical-revolutionary position. Shadings of 
Marxist-Leninist ideology became predominant during 1968-1969, 
with debate centering on how best to create a revolutionary 
youth movement. During the 1960s, SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position 
and to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking 

up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa, and Latin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States. 


Internal factionalisz developed within SDS duriag 
1968-1969 with the following three factions developing as a 
result of a split during the SDS National Convention is 
June, 1969; Weatherman; Worker Student Alliance (WSA); and 
Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM). The Weatherman and RYN 
are no longer affiliated with SDS, whereas the WSA continues 
to use the name SDS. 


Until the Weatherman closed the SDS National 
Office in February, 1970, it was maintained at 1608 West 
Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois; however, WSA has its 
— headquarters in Chicago and continues to use the 
name ° 


(Characterizations of Weatherman, WSA, and 
RYM should be used in conjunction with the 
above characterization.) 


Initially called the “Action Faction", Weatherman 
came into being immediately before the June, 1969, Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention. At 
this National Convention, Weatherman won all three national 
officer positions and a majority of the Bational Interia 
Committee as well. Subsequently, it took over the SDS 
National Office in Chicago, Illinois, and controlled its 
funds, paper, and national records. Although internal 
struggle existed until late 1969, Weatherman for all major 
purposes controlled 608 nationally from June, 1969, until 
its National Office closed in February, 1970. At this 
time, it no longer considered itself part of 68. 


The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological 
paper prepared by ite leader entitled “You Don't Need a 
Weatherman to Know Which Way the Wind Blows". ("Mew Left 
notes, June 18, 1969) This statement outlined the basic 
stance of Weatherman: Marxist-Leninist in content but with 
strong advocacy that action, not theory, would bring bout 
revolution in the United States.

The basic 
strength of Weatherman was then revealed to be somes 300 to 
500 nationally, and geographically apportioned to the 
Midwest, New York, and some to the Northwest.

WORKER STUDENT ALLIANCE/PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 


A source advised during August, 1969, that at 
the National Convention (NC) of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held in Chicago, Illinois, during June, 1969, 
a Split arose between the Progresxive Labor Party (PLP) 
and the National Office (NO), the NO becoming known as the 
Weatherman faction. The PLP faction drew the largest 
fupport among those in attendance at the NC. 


Source further advised that during late Sumer, 
1969, the PLP faction of SDS established its National 
Headquarters (NH) on the second floor of a loft-type 
building at 173A Massachusetts Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts. 
The campaign on which the PLP faction centered was to build 
a worker student alliance or a campus worker student 
alliance. Thus, they adopted the names of Worker Student 
Alliance (WSA) or Campus Worker Student Alliance. 


Source stated that the “New Left Notes”, printed 
in New York City, is the official publication of the WSA 
faction. — 


A second source advised during January, 1970, 
that within the SD&, the WSA is a caucus of which the PLP 
constitutes the leadership. 

A third source advised during July, 1970, that 
during demonstrations staged in the Boston area during the 
Spring and Summer of 1970 by tho NH, the main thene of 
previous demonstrations staged by the NH shifted from 
protestations of the Vietnam War and other United States 
foreign policy matters to attacking domestic issues such 
as raciam and unemployment and demonstrating support of 
the workern si ruggle".

REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH NOVEMENT 


A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement IJ (RYMII) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, 
Georgia, from November 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference 
it was decided to form a new organization to be known as 
Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM), characterized as a 
mass anti-imperialist youth organization, said organization 
being proposed as separate and distinct in form and content 
from SDS. The “Principles of Unity“ adopted by the conference 
included a struggle against white supremacy and sale 
supremacy; fights against imperialism, anticommunians, 
fascism and oppression of youth; and support of the right 
of self-determination of all “oppressed nat ions“, also 
support of the right of all “oppressed and exploited” 
peoples “to armed self-defense". It was agreed that RYM 
would not be a Marxist-Leninist organization; however, 
source said this was decided in order to indicate an 
organization broad enough in form to be acceptable to 
everyone. A temporary National Steering Committee (NSC) 
made up of eight females and two males was elected to 
govern RYM until national officers could be elected 


during the Spring of 1970. 
RYM publications have listed the RYM National 


Office (NO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 


77012 C, both Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has 
advised that the NO bas no office space but would probably 
be considered as located at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Avenuc, 
Northeast, Atlanta. 


Second source advised that women dominated the 
founding conference and have continued to dominate NSC 
meetings to the point that “women's liberation” has apparently 
become the RYM's principal isaue - also that M's poor 
financial condition has resulted in its failure to publish 
a paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided to cater to 
the working class rather than youth, since the potential 
for social revolution lies in workers. 
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A third source has stated that it was decided 
at the March, 1970, NSC meeting that RYN women had decided 
the organization will be molded into a “working class, 
Marxist-Leninist, revolutionary, anti-imperialist, problack 
nationalist, people's women's liberation organization. “
